A Period of a Thousand Years Be- 


tween the Two Resurrections 


THE ETERNAL ABODE OF THE WICKED 


This theme is not as shina 
ant as tha resurrection of the 
righteous, but anything that is 
taught in the Bible should be 
studied. Paul tells us that 
“All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is pro- 
fitable for doctrine, for re- 


_ proof, for correction, for in- 


struction in righteousness:that 
the man of God may be per- 
fect, throughly furnished unto 
all good works.” 2 Tim. 3:16, 
17. He also says that “What- 
soever things were »written 
aforetime were written for 
our learning, that we through 
patience and comfort of the 
scriptures might have hope.” 
Rom. 15:4. 

There is Scripture that tells 
us about people being de- 
stroyed for lack of knowl- 
edge, therefore we conclude 
we should study every theme 
of the Bible that by the 
knowledge of it we may be 
led to a_ better life. “My 
people are destroyed for lack 
of knowledge: because thou 
hast rejected knowledge, I 
will also reject thee.’ Hos. 
4:5. While our family of 
readers is not in the ranks of 
the wicked, and are not ex- 
pecting tobe in what we 
might term the second resur- 
rection, yet we needto know 
something about this, that it 
may inspire us to work hard- 
er for the salvation of the 
wicked. 

Prabably there are none of 
us but what have friends and 


relatives that will have their 
part in the resurrection ot the 
wicked if there is not some- 
thing done ere long. It is es- 
timated that 3.600 people die 
every hour; this would make 
86,400 every day, and the 
sad part about it is that they 
are nearly all wicked or un- 
saved. 

In view of the importance 
of knowing something about 
this subject we want to give 
it alittle of our time and stu- 
dy it some. We will consid- 
er first words given us by the 
Prophet Daniel. He says, 
“And many of ‘them that 
sleep in the dust of the earth 
shall awake, some to ever- 








lasting life,and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt.” 
Dan. 12:2. If this was the 
only Scripture from which to 
obtain information on this 
subject we would readily de- 
cide that both the righteous 
and wicked will be resurrect- 
ed at the same time, but this 
is not the case. This, how- 
ever shows that some are to 
suffer shame and everlasting 
contempt. Of course this 
particular point refers to the 
wicked dead. 

In His conversation with 
the Jews, Jesus endeavored 
to reason with them about 
spiritual things and showed 
that He was able to impart 
life—healing and salvation— 
to all who believed, and, as 
if they scorned Him and ex- 
pressed their doubt about this 
and seemed surprised at His 
teaching He said, ‘Marvel 
not at this: for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that 
are in the graves shall hear his 
voice, and shall come forth; 
they that have done good, 
nnto the resurrection of life; 
and they that have done evil 
unto the resurrection of dam- 
nation.” John 5:28, 29. 
Please notice that Daniel 
sain, MANY shall come forth 
but Jesus said, “ALL that are 
in the graves shall hear his 
voice and shall come forth.” 
This means both good and 
bad shall be resurrected. But 
the wicked, or “they that 
have done evil, unto the re- 
surrection of damnation.” 
Daniel said MANY, but Je- 
sus said, ALL. As we con- 
tinue the study of this sub- 
ject you will notice the grad- 
ual development. 

I once saw an artist paint- 
ing alandscape. When he 
first applied the brush’ he 
smeared the paint all over 
the canvass and of course 
made it all of one color. Then 
he put a second touch upon 
it, and a third, a fourth, etc., 
until it was fully developed 
into a beautiful picture. So 
it is with almost any subject 
in the Bible. Ail the Script- 
tures bearing on that subject 
must be considered before 


the subject is completed. 

In the case of the painting, 
the artist had it beautified, 
and I would have been will- 
ing to accept it as finished 
long before he got through 
with it. But tothe trained 
eye of the artist there were 
many more little marks and 
touches to give it betore he 
was ready to step back and 
say it was finished. 


As Daniel began to paint 
the picture of the resurrec- 
tion he just smeared the can- 
vass over with no second 
touches and said, “Many of 
them that sleep in the dust of 
the earth shall awake.” Jesus 
added to this by saying ALL 
shall hear His voice the right- 
eous and the wicked. Paul 
adds another stroke of the 
brush to this picture when he 
says, “Christ the - first fruits 
(of the 1esurrection); after- 
ward they that are Christ’s 
at his coming.” 1 Cor. 15:23. 

In this last stroke of the 
brush the divine artist begins 
to show that the wicked dead 
are not resurred at the same 
time that the righteous dead 
are Called forth. In fact at 
this place he does not men- 
tion the wicked. But we 
have already considered suf- 
ficient evidence to convince 
us that the wicked dead will 
be resurrected. But not 
enough to show when, nor 
what shall become of them. 
But before the divine artist 
finishes his job and_ steps 
back and says it is done, he 
makes it clear that there is a 
resurrection of the righteous 
and afterwards the resurrec- 
tion of the wicked. 


We have already shown 
that the righteous dead are to 
be ressurrected at the com- 
ing of the Lord, and after re- 
ferring to this particular point 
John says, “But the rest of 
the dead lived not again un- 
til the thousand years were 
finished. Rev. 20:5. He calls 
the resurrection at the com- 
ing of Jesus the “First Resur- 
rection.” Then we conclude 
that the resurrection of the 
wicked may be the second 
resurrection. 


In reference to this second 
resurrection, as we will name 
it, the Revelator says, ‘And 
the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death 
and hell delivered up the dead 
which were in them.” Rev. 
20:13. We have to admit 
that these dead are the wick- 
ed, because the Lord’s peo- 





ple came forth at the revela- 


all 


( 


tion of Jesus Christ when He 
came to rapture away His 
saints{to meet Him 1n the air. 
Whether this thousand 
years period is figurative, or 
a literal thousand years, it is 
enough to show that there is 
quite a period of time be- 
tween the resurrection of the 
righteous and the resurrection 
of the wicked. Daniel did not 
mention this period of time 
neither did Jesus, but before 
the divine artist had finished 
his painting he shows a 


period of at least 1000 years} “« 


between the resurrection of 
the righteous and the resur- 
rection of the wicked. 

After having shown that 
the wicked will be resurrect- 
ed we want to notice what 
becomes of them, or where 
their abode shall be. The 
righteous will be forever with 
the Lord (Il Thes. 4:17.), but 
where shall the wicked be 
placed? Please remember 
that at the time of the con- 
quest and victory when Jesus 
shall ride down from heaven 
with His army on white hors- 
es, that two men, the beast 
and the false prophet (Rev. 
19:20.) will be taken and 
cast alive in the lake of fire. 
One thousand years later the 
devil will be cast into the 
same lake of fire. Note, too, 
that the record shows that 
these two men will still be 
there. (Rev. 20:10.)This is e- 
nough toprove that there is 
acontinuation in that state. 

When the wicked dead 
are resurrected, death and 
hell shall be cast into the 
same lake of fire. Then fol- 
fows the great train of num- 
berless wicked into the very 
same place. The beast and 
the false prophet will be first 
to try the realities of that 
dreadful place. _ As if to add 
to their torment after a thou- 
sand years the devil will be 
cast in there, and soon will 
follow old grim enemy death 
with his cold clamy feeling 
and ghostly appearance and 
hell with all the torments and 
tortures it can muster will be 
dumped into the same lake. 
And after all of this, either 
one of which would be more 
than we would want to dwell 
with forever, will be turned 
in all the wicked, or as the 
record has it, “And whoso- 
ever was not found written 
in the book of lite was cast 
into the lake of fire.’’ Rev. 
20:15. 


In many instances it seems 
like time lost to try to con- 





vince unbelievers of this 


truth, but they will scarcely 
arrive in that awful place un- 
til they will begin to cry out 
and acknowledge their error 
and see their awful misteke. 
The only people that I can 
conceive of that may not ad- 
mit the truth of it will be. the 
devil - deluded so - called 
christian scientists, who claim 
that they are not sick when 
they are sick, have no pain 
when they are ‘sufiering in- 
tensely. They may hold up 
for a little while and try to 
make believe” they are not 
in the lake of fire, but they 
will come to the acknowl- 
edgement of it after a few 
thousand years of the reality 
of it. 


Then the Russellites and 
Seveth day Adventists may 
for a while expect a release, 
or annihilation, but after they 
have been there a few hund- 
reds or thousands of years 
they will throw their damna- 
ble doctrine away and decide 
to make the best of it while 
the eternal years roll on on. 
It will be too late for them to 
change then. Their destiny 
will then be eternally sealed. 
So it will be with all unbe- 
lievers and their associates as 
mentioned at Rev. 21:8, “The 
fearful and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murder- 
ers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolatars, and 
all liars, shall have their part 
inthe lake which burneth 
with fire and_ brimstone: 
which is the second death.”
